IMMIGRANT VISAS 

THE ISSUANCE OF IMMIGRANT VISAS IS EXPECTED TO SHOW A GRADUAL 
INCREASE THROUGH EY-79. THIS IS ATTRIBUTABLE TO THE WAY MANY 
SINGAPOREANS ARE CURRENTLY PERCEIVING THE POLITICAL/ECONOMIC 
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FUTURE OF THE AREA. 

THERE IS A SOLID AND STEADILY INCREASING INTEREST IN IMMIGRATION 
TO THE U.S. A., MANY OF THE INTERESTED PARTIES EXPRESS CONCERN, 
NOT FOR THEIR OWN IMMEDIATE FUTURE, BUT OVER THE PROSPECTS FOR 
THEIR CHILDREN. ALREADY THERE HAS BEEN A DISCERNIBLE INCREASE 
IN STUDENT VISAS, INTER-COMPANY TRANSFEREES, AND APPLICANTS AS 
TEMPORARY WORKERS - MOST OF THESE EVENTUALLY ADJUSTING 
STATUS TO PERMANENT RESIDENTS.

INCREASED ENQUIREIES FROM WELL-TO-DO BUSINESSMEN AS INTENDING 
INVESTORS AND QUESTIONS FROM FINANCIALLY INDEPENDENT PERSONS 
POINT TO A CAUTIOUS, BUT SOLID INTEREST IN LEAVING THE AREA. 
UNDOUBTEDLY THE G.O.S. IS AWARE OF THE TREND AND IS MOVING TO 
COUNTERACT IT. THEY ARE POSTING STIFFER SURETY BONDS FOR STUDENTS 
SUBJECT TO NATIONAL SERVICE AND THEY ARE REVOKING THE PERMANENT 
RESIDENCE OR SINGAPOREAN PASSPORTS OF THOSE WHO IMMIGRATE, THUS 
FORCING THEM TO SEVERETIES HERE. THIS HAS DETERRED SOME BUSINESS-

THE INTERIM. ANOTHER FACTOR HAS BEEN THE PROPERTY SLUMP AND 
THE ATTENDENT DIFFICULTIES FACED IN LIQUIDATING ASSETS AND 
UNLOADING INVESTMENTS. 

THIS IS A PUSH-PULL SITUATION. A GROWING DESIRE TO IMMIGRATE TO 
THE U.S. CHECKED IN PART BY THE STUMBLING BLOCKS IMPOSED BY THE GOS 
HAS CREATED A SITUATION WHERE ISSUANCE OF IMMIGRANT VISAS IS GRA- 
DUALLY INCREASING. 

REFUGEES 

REFUGEE PROCESSING HAS BEEN INCLUDED SEPARATELY 
UNDER IMMIGRANT VISAS BECAUSE THE BOAT 
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CASE REFUGEE SITUATION IS ONE WHICH CONTINUES TO STRETCH THE CON- 
SULAR SECTION'S RESOURCES. PRESENTLY THERE IS A THREE MONTH 
ACCUMULATION OF BOAT CASE ARRIVALS AWAITING PROCESSING, APPROXIMATELY

REFUGEES IN ALL. AT THE CURRENT RATE, WE CAN EXPECT PERHAPS 240 
ARRIVALS ANNUALLY, TAKING SEASONAL FACTORS SUCH AS THE 
MONSOON WEATHER INTO CONSIDERATION. G.O. S. POLICY REMAINS RIGID 
AND UNWELCOMING. CLAIRVOYANCE IS NECESSARY TO PREDICT THE EFFECT 
OF THE NEW CONDITIONAL ENTRY PROGRAM ON IMMIGRANT VISA ISSUANCE. 
DURING ROUTINE SCREENING OF NEWLY ARRIVING REFUGEES, FEWER AND 
FEWER ARE FOUND ELIGIBLE FOR E.E. CRITERIA. THE GENERAL FINDING 
IS THAT MOST BECAME REFUGEES FOR ECONOMIC RATHER THAN POLITICAL 
REASONS. UNLESS THE C.E. POLICY IS SOFTENED TO PERMIT ACCEPTANCE 
SOLELY ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS, MANY WILL BE REJECTED. 

IN ANY EVENT THE C.E. PROGRAM WITH ITS PROVISION FOR ISSUING 
NON-PREFERENCE VISAS TO DEPENDENTS IS MORE TIME CONSUMING THAN 
THE FORMER PROGRAM AND, AS LONG AS IT CONTINUES, A 
SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN THE WORKLOAD IS EXPECTED. TAKING TRENDS 
TOGETHER FOR FY-78-79 PERIOD, THE PROJECTION COULD BE EXPECTED 
TO BE IN THE VICINITY OF A 30 PERCENT INCREASE FROM THE FY-77 
ESTIMATE BASE OF 433 IMMIGRANT VISAS PER YEAR. 

NON-IMMIGRANT VISAS 

WITH THE CLOSE OF THE BI-CENTENNIAL YEAR AND THE END OF THE CANADIAN 
OLYMPICS, NON-IMMIGRANT VISA ISSUANCE IS DECLINING FROM THE 
PEAK FY-76 PERIOD. 

INCREASED TRADE WITH THE U.S., NEW, ATTRACTIVE TRAVEL BARGAINS 
AND INCREASED PROMOTION BY AIRLINES AND TRAVEL AGENTS ARE 
EXPECTED TO HAVE A SLIGHT BEARING ON N.I.V. ISSUANCE. THE 
ESTIMATED INCREASE FOR FY-79 SHOULD NOT BE MORE THAN 
3 PERCENT TO 5 PERCENT OVER THE ESTIMATED 
BASE FOR FY-77 OF 6040. 

IT IS EXPECTED, HOWEVER THAT THE SCREENING PROCESS AND THE WEEDING 
OUT OF NON-BONAFIDE APPLICANTS WILL REQUIRE MORE MANHOURS. 

THE CONSULAR SECTION IS RECEIVING MORE APPLICATIONS FROM INTENDING 
TRAVELERS IN THE LOWER INCOME GROUPS, WHO, DUE TO A RAISED 
STANDARD OF LIVING AND JUDICIOUS SAVINGS, ARE NOW IN A 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSITION TO TRAVEL. UNLESS EXTREMENT CAUTION IS EXERCISED THESE 
APPLICANTS MAY SWELL THE NUMBERS OF OVERSTAYING VISITORS ALREADY 
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IN THE U.S. 

SO FAR THE INCREASE IN THIS AREA HAS BEEN HANDLED SMOOTHLY 
BY THE PRESENT STAFF, BUT, DURING PEAK ISSUANCE SEASONS THE SERVICES 
OF A P.I. T. OR CONTRACT EMPLOYEE WILL PROBABLY BE NECESSARY. 

SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES 

PRESENTLY THE TOTAL SERVICES FITTING INTO THE CATCH-ALL 
DESIGNATION OF "SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES" APPROXIMATE 4,200 
PER YEAR. THIS IS EXPECTED TO REMAIN CONSTANT THROUGH FY-79. 

DUE TO A DRYING UP IN THE OFF-SHORE OIL BUSINESS AND A REDUCTION 
IN THE TAX ADVANTAGES ENJOYED BY AMERICANS EMPLOYED OVERSEAS, 

A 25 PERCENT REDUCTION IS EXPECTED IN THE LOCAL RESIDENT AMERI- 
CAN COMMUNITY, FORMERLY ESTIMATED AT 8000, WHICH WILL LEVEL OUT 
AT 6,000. 

THE DECLINE IN THE PERMANENT RESIDENT COMMUNITY WILL, HOWEVER, 

BE COMPENSATED FOR AN INCREASE IN THE SERVICES REQUIRED BY TRAN- 
SITTING U.S. CITIZENS. SINGAPORE SEES APPROXIMATELY 100,000 
U.S. TOURISTS A YEAR AND THE NUMBER IS STEADILY INCREASING. 

TAKING THE UPS AND DOWNS INTO CONSIDERATION, THE DEMAND FOR 
SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES IS EXPECTED TO REMAIN STABLE. 

PASSPORT AND CITIZENSHIP SERVICES 

THE FORMAT AND SIZE OF THE NEW U.S. PASSPORTS HAVE RENDERED 
INACCURATE THE PROJECTION GIVEN IN THE MAY 76 CONSULAR PACKAGE. 
PASSPORT ISSUANCE WILL DRAMATICALLY INCREASE. SINGAPORE IS A 
HIGHLY TRANSITTED AREA WITH MANY PERMANENT RESIDENT AMERICANS 
MAINTAINING HOMES HERE, BUT JOBS ELSEWHERE IN THE AREA. THEIR 
PASSPORTS ARE ROUTINELY STAMPED UPON EXISTS AND RE-ENTRIES. 

THE FACT THAT THE NEW, SMALLER PASSPORTS MAY NOT HAVE EXTRA 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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PAGES ADDED IS EXPENSIVE AND BURDENSOME TO THE APPLICANTS AND 
TIME-CONSUMING TO THE CONSULAR SECTION. THE VISA STAMPS USED 
BY S.E.A. COUNTRIES ARE LARGE AND FILL AN ENTIRE PAGE IN THE NEW 
PASSPORT. ENTRY AND DEPARTURE STAMPS ARE ALSO LARGE. ALTHOUGH 
U.S. PASSPORTS HAVE A FIVE YEAR VALIDITY, THE AVERAGE 
BUSINESSMAN TRAVELLING IN THIS AREA WILL REQUIRE PASSPORT RENEWAL 
AT LEAST ONCE A YEAR, AND MANY PEOPLE EVERY SIX MONTHS. 

IN VIEW OF THESE FACTORS, THERE WILL BE A HEFTY INCREASE IN PASSPORT 
ISSUANCE APPROACHING 50 PERCENT OVER 

FY-77 ESTIMATE BY FY-79. AS THE OLDER TYPE PASSPORTS LOSE THEIR 
VALIDITY, MORE AND MORE PEOPLE WILL BE TRAVELING ON THE NEW ONES 
AND PASSPORT ISSUANCE IS LIKELY TO INCREASE AT A RAPID RATE, 

EVEN TAKING INTO CONSIDERATIONN THE DECLINE IN THE PERMANENT 
RESIDENT COMMUNITY (REF SINGAPORE A-43 DTD 4/7/77). 
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CONCLUSIONS 

THE CONSULAR WORKLOAD BY FY-79 WIT T. HAVE SOLIDLY INCREASED. 
SPECIAL CONSULAR SERVICES ARE EXPECTED TO REMAIN STABLE AND THERE 
WILL BE BUT A SLIGHT INCREASE IN NON-IMMIGRANT VISA ISSUANCE OVER 
FY-78. HOWEVER, OTHER FACTORS POINT TO A MUCH HEAVIER CONSULAR 
LOAD. 

AN INCREASE IN PASSPORT ISSUANCE, AN INCREASE IN IMMIGRANT VISAS 
AND MORE MAN HOURS NEEDED TO PROPERLY SCREEN NIV APPLICANTS 
AND REFUGEES WILL PLACE A SEVERE BURDEN ON THE SECTION, WHICH IS 
ONLY JUST KEEPING ABREAST OF THE CURRENT WORK LOAD. IN THE NOT- 
TOO DISTANT FUTURE, OVERTIME AND SERVICES OF A PIT AND/OR 
CONTRACT EMPLOYEE WILL BE ESSENTIAL.
